The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses constructing, communicating, and registering 
subscriptions, as well as various methods for processing the redemption of vending 
machine subscription items. However, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in 
combination, determining by a vending machine and based on profit management 
considerations, a subscription to at least one product available for sale by the vending 
machine, the subscription including at least one term that defines at least one product 
which may be redeemed pursuant to the subscription; outputting, by the vending 
machine, an offer to purchase the subscription; receiving, by the vending machine, an 
indication of acceptance of the offer; registering, by the vending machine, the 
subscription; outputting, by the vending machine, a code indicative of the subscription; 
and receiving, by the vending machine, the code and a request to redeem a unit of a 
product pursuant to the subscription.
